Thursday, July 12.—The 
Germans stru a heavy blow Tuesday 
evening against the British lines north 
of Nieuport on the Belgian coast. The 
enemy broke through the British posi- 
tions on à front of nearly a mile, driv- 
ing. the defenders back on the Toer 
Rlver. The extreme depth of the ad- 
vance was 600 yards: 

During the last twenty-four hours” the 
heavy artillery fire directed against the 
British line from Nieuport to the sea 
indicated that the Germans were pre- 
paring an attack of more then ordinary 
importance. The firing was so intense 
that it was plainly heard in London 
from 6 o'clock Tuesday morning until 
nearly midnight, and again yesterday, 
beginning at dawn. In some London 
suburbs tremors like a slight earthquake 
could be felt. 

The effect of this great concentration 
of fire was to level all the British de- 
fenses in the Dunes sector and to destroy 
their bridges across the Yser, thus cut- 
ting off the defenders.. Berlin reports 
that 1,250 men were captured in this 
battle. 

Further south, in the region of Lom- 
baertzyde, the German success was 
short-lived. The British commander, 
watching his opportuny, delivered a 
strong counterattack, and drove the 
Germans out of the positions they had 
momentarily occupied.

Text of President’ 5 2 to Business Men 
: Calling for Unselfishness in War Prices 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—The text, of President Wuson's 
to the business interests ot the country io as follows: 
“ My Fellow Countrymen: 

“The Government is about to attempt to determine the prices at 
which it will ask you ‘henceforth to furnish various supplies which are 
necessary for the prosecution of the war and various materials which 


Will be needed in the industries by which the war must be sustained. 


We shall, of course, try to determine them ‘justly and to the best 
advantage of the nation as a whole, but justice is easier to speak of 
than to arrive &t and there are some considerations which I hope 
we shall keep steadily in mind while this particular problem of justice 
is being worked out. I, therefore, take the liberty of stating very 


“eandidly my own view of the situation and of the principles which 


should guide both the Government and the mine owners and manufac- 
turers of the country in this difficult matter. 

“A fust price must, of course, be paid der 
ment buys. By a just price I mean @ price ‘which will ‘sustain the 
industries concerned in a high state of efficiency, provide a diving for 
those who conduct them, enable them to pay good wages, ‘and make 
possible the expansions of their enterprises which will from time to 
time ome necessary as the stupendous undertakings of this, great 
war develop. We could not wisely or reasonably do less than pay such 
prices. They are necessary for the maintenance ahd, development of 
industry, and the maintenance and development of industry ere neces- 
sary for the great task we have in hand. 

But 1 trust That we stall nat 
sentiment. Facts are our masters now. ‘We ought not to put the ac- 
. ceptance of such prices on the ground of patriotlam. Nutriatism has 
nothing to do with profits in a case lke ‘this; Patriotism and profits 
ought never in the present circumstances be mentioned together. It 16 
perfectly proper to discuss profits as a matter of business, with a view 
to maintaining the integrity of capital and the efficiency of labor in 
these tragical months when the liberty of free men everywhere and of 
industry itself trembles in the balance, but it would be absurd to dis- 
cuss them as & motive for helping to serve end save our apuntry. 

“ Patriotism leaves profits out of the question, ‘In these days of our 
supreme trial, when we are sending ‘hundreds of thoussnds of our young 
men across the seas to serve a great cause, no true man who stays be- 
hind to work for them and sustain them by ‘ifs labor will ask himself 
what he 18 personally going 10 make out, of thet laber.

our lives, our sacred honor, to vindicate and defend—linerty and justice 
and fair dealing and the peace of nations?

“Of course you will not. It is inconcelvable. Your patriotism is 
of the same self-denying stuff as the patriotism of the men dead or 
maimed on the fields of France, or else it is no patriotism at all. Let 
us never speak, then, of profits and. of patriotism in the same sentence, 
but face facts and meet them. Let us do sound business, but not in 
the midst of a. mist. Many a grievous burden of taxation will be laid 
on this nation in this generation and in the next, to pay for this war. 
Let us see to it that for every dollar that is taken from the people’s 
pockets F of the sound stuffs 
they need.

“I know, and you ‘know, what response to this great challenge of 
duty and of opportunity the nation will expect of you; and I know 
what response you will make. Those who do not respond, who do not 
*respond in the spirit of those who have gone to give their lives for us 


on bloody fields far away, may safely be left to be dealt with by opinion 


and the law—for the law must, of course, command these things. I am 


dealing with the matter thus publicly and frankly, not because I have 


any doubt or, fear as to the result, but only in order that in all our 
thinking and in all our dealings with one another we may move-in a 
perfectly clear air of mutual understanding.

Now the bill has reached its final 
parliamentary stage, loaded down with 
all the irrelevant amendments which 
have been employed for ends not ob- 
vious on their face and only to be sus- 
‘pected.

{BEAUTIES OF THE REFERENDUM 

The advocates of the initiative and 
referendum in the Massachusetts Con- 
stitutional Convention can find in 
Maine, which used to be a province 
of the Bay State, new proof of the 
beneficent effects of the sovereign 
remedy for all diseases of the body 
politic. Shall the town of York be di- 
„vided? Shall automobiles be allqwed 
to enter Bar Harbor? To the dark- 
ened mind, these may seem severely 
local questions. Like a seraph illu- 


minate, the initiative and referendum 


soars and shines over the State and 
makes the division of York and the 
admission of automobiles into Bar 
Harbor State matters to be laid upon 
the bosom of the people. 

In the hands of men entirely great, 
the referendum is an instrument of 
delay. The people who would vote 
“No” at York and Bar Harbor got 
the necessary number of signatures to 
a petition for a referendum. Thus 
they will postpone action for several 
months and load upon the voters of 
the State the decision of two purely 
parochial controversies. — 

This is the comic side of the pan- 
acea. A sinister phase of it is seen 
in its use by the Maine mill-owners

GO-AS-YOU-PLEASE LEGISLATION. 
No doubt the war emphasizes or 
exaggerates the customary faults of 
legislation, but certainly the legisla- 


tive machine at Washington is work- 


ing worse than is its wont, in stolid 
neglect of pressure for reform through 
each of the last several Administra- 
tions. As our expenditures increase, 
we get further and further from the 
idea of a budget as the necessities for 
that method of legislation increase. 
With us a budget has come to mean 
mere estimates of expenses. Budget- 
ary legislation really has more to do 
with control of receipts than of ex- 
penditures. That is the meaning of 
the power of the purse, which belongs 
rightly to the representatives of the 
taxpayers. Control of expenditures is 


rather an Executive than a legisla- 


tive function, and may be controlled 
better by criticism after its exercise 
than by direction in anticipation of 
duties which necessarily require initi- 
ative rather than obedience. 

That is the elementary notion of a 
budget. Where governmental func- 
tions are more developed than with 
jus, a budget implies a policy proposed 
in connection with a requisition for 
funds, both together implying respon- 
sibility for a plan considered as a 
whole. At Washington there is noth- 
ing on exhibition but fragments, and 
none of them in any relation to 
finances. Of responsibility there is 
not a trace. Anybody suggests any- 
thing, and neither the Administration, 
nor any party, nor any committee is 
responsible for the whole of anything, 
or for the correlation of the parts 
which may either make or mar the 
results. In particular, the House of 
Representatives, the special organ of 
the people, has made a bad show- 
ing. It has relied upon the Senate 
to perfect its perfunctory proposals 
regarding the Revenue bill, the 
onage bill, the Railroad Control bill, 
the Food bill. The Senate has im- 
proved these proposals, but now even 
the Senate is disappointing popular 
expectation.. 

Lest these generalities may be 
thought to go beyond the case, some 
specifications should be given. Take 
the attachment of the “ bone-dry ” 
amendment to the Food Control bill. 
That involves hundreds of millions on 
both sides of what ought to have been 
a budgetary matter. Conspicuously, it 
did not originate in the House, and 
ought not to have been sprung upon 
the Senate. A sound system would 
have prevented personal origination 
of such fundamental proposals, or, if 
they were allowed, the system should 
have provided for their manner of 
treatment. Thé course the matter 
took brings social reform proposals 
by the Senate into collision with the 
Revenue bill, which is the particular 
charge of the House. The proposal 
is so ill-considered, apart from the 
merits of temperance, that there is 
no sure ground for approving or dis- 
approving it on considerationsof finan- 
cial practicability. Senator StmMons 
| put the cost to the Government of 
bankrupting the lquor trade at $620,- 
000,000. Senator Penrose thought it 
would reach a billion.

and most of the speakers at the Prince- 
ton conference raised one—much brogder 
than passing college examinations or 
earning a living afterward. Mr. Noxon 
connects the decline of rigidity in cur- 
ricula with the conflict in America be- 
tween business men and the vocal altru- 

The theme of this book as a whole is 
that the Republic will only be preserved 
if the ablest give themselves to its prob- 
lems and are equipped for leadership, 
both occupational and pyblic. His first 
reference occurs in the chapter. The 
Slough of Despond,” Page 135. After 
1900, we read, the supply of contribu- 
tors to newspaper and magazine attacks 
upon business men ‘‘ was multiplied by 
numerous universities which coddled 
students on the basis suggested by the 
dean of a newly established Eastern in- 
stitution who was quoted as saying, 
To study what you like is alone prof- 
table.“ Following free electives, we 
the next step in freedom 
of choice’ is freedom from understand- 
ing more than one side of controversies.“ 

Again, in the chapter Some Anti- 
Toxins,“ Page 303, Mr. Noxon gives a 
rosy picture of recent progress toward 
stiffer curricula in both colleges and 
polytechnic schools. This he precedes 
with an account of the condition which 
gave occasion for such a remedy. Busi- 
ness enterprises had at their heads men 
who had come up from the common 
schools or from the technical institutes 
without having been required to grasp 
conceptions of capital and its origin 
and functions; of cost in relation to sell- 
ing price and to investment return; of 
supply and demand; of trade routes and 
transportation, of law, of Government 
in its supervisory relation to affairs, 
and of the obligations of the industrial 
Manager to competitors, ‘to employes, 
and to the community.“ Such a mana- 
ger knew how to build a mill. He was 


, | obliged to decide where to build it, when 


to build it, and whether to build it.’ 
He had to persuade investment, get on 
with labor, and keep out of bankruptcy 
and jail. | 

The manager's critic, the altruist, 
could “ read during four years more or 
less at an institution of learning such 
parts as he fancied of History, govern- 
ment, law, economics, and composition, 
with the connivance of instructors who 
may have obtained their Ph.

‘GERMAN PEOPLE'S PART. 


is the Charitable View Supported | 
by the Facts? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In Tun Timgs recently there appeared 
a letter from Walter Lingenfelder on 
the responsibility of the German peo- 
ple for the atrocities of this war. If 
Mr. Lingenfelder were at all singular 
in setting forth the amiable doctrine 
‘that clears the German people and 
places the whole reaponaibility on their 
Government—Mr. Lingenfelder limits it 
to the Kaiser—I would not ask space 
for this reply. We have heard this 
thing said by our President, by many 
of out leaders, by all manner of 
people, and seldom denied. Habituated 
to peace, and knowing only the orderly 
and peaceful Germans among us, many 
Americans have been invincibly skeptical 
as to outrages committed in this war, 


| while others, whose skepticism was not 


fully proof against fact, have felt 
obliged to resort to this explanation— | 
that the Kaiser did it all, or, at most, 
the Government and a few of the ruling 
class did it. : 

Then, too, they nave felt, 
or unconsciously, that this was the 
safest view, as your correspondent sug- 
gests; the view that could best be 
avowed among a people so largely Ger- 
man. It is generally accepted that 
what is untrue is not safe in the 
long run; and I submit that this opinion 
of German responsibility cannot be cor- 
rect and sheuld not be thought even 
plausible. The many outrages committed 


told in part by some two hundred wit- 
nesses before the Bryce Commission and 
as related in the diaries of German sol- 
diers, are partly such as may have been 
carried out under enforceable orders; in 
large part they are not so. The horrible 
stories of these diaries are rarely told 
with any mark of shame or even of re- 
luctance. Generally callous, a few show 
something like zest. So with the shoot- 
ing at drowning sailors, the genera] 100t- 
ing of private property; could any more 
central authority contrive to get all 
these things done by men who found 
the business abhorrent, all or most of 
them? Taking the whole record, it is 
preposterous to suppose so. The free 
utterances of the German press and peo- 
ple, those positive avowals that no gov- 
ernment could force, convict them of 
much. What, they say, if an enemy 
town and its people were destroyed—is 
not the life of one Germian soldier worth 
more? This arrogance ‘speaks. through 
too many witnesses, That there are 
millions or simple,“ kindly,folk in the 
German empire does not alter the record 
of the Gérman nation at war. Nor is 
there good reason to think that the lead- 
ers of the German people represent their 
character and their will worse than the 
leaders of other peoples represent theirs. 
It is trué, the German Government is 
autocratic, but it is an autocracy strong- 
ly supported by the will ot the people, 
and therefcre powerful, 

If this view of Gérman responsibility 
is correct, it can need no justification 
of expediency or morals. If the Ger- 
mans did not have many virtues they 
would not be such dangerous enemies: 
but chivalry or even decency in war is 
not conspicuous among them. a. G.

DENMARK'S SHARE N FEEDING. GERMANY. 


New York, July 10, 1917. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The startling announcement made in 
the press recently that Germany is ob- 


hundreds of thousands of tons of food 
annually, enough to supply its entire 
army, has caused a considerable stir. 
These neutrals are now squealing, 
because of President Wilson's firm de- 
termination to put an end to the traffic 
which to them means an inexhaustible 
source of riches. Sweden, an official 
report tells us, has exported to Ger- 
many over 250,000 tons of pig iron in 
two years in addition to fully 200,000 
tons of wood pulp for the manufacture 
of high explosives. Holland we know 
has exported foodstuffs such as bacon, 
. s, butter, and vegetables in incal- 
ble quantities, but I never read any 
ee being made of Denmark. 

This little country is, however, one of 
the largest, if-not the largest, supplier 
of food to Germany, thanks chiefly to 
her Free Harbor, which is a sort of 
bonding warehouse for goods in transit. 
Hundreds of thousands of tons of fat, 
lard, bacon, meat, cocoa, and coffee are 
consigned to the Free Harbor, ustensibly 
for re-exportation to neutral countries 
and even Russia, but directly or indi- 
rectly nearly the whole of it falls into 


sponsibility, tor this harbor is free, and 
every nation has a free access and is at 
liberty to make purchases ex custom 
duties. The goods landed there are not 
considered landed in Denmark, and if 
the stuff is allowed to get there can one 
expect poor little Denmark to stand in 
Germany’s way? Figures quoted in the 
Chamber of Deputies’ two months ago 
by M. Tardieu, now head of the French 
mission in this country, show that the 
export of dairy produce from Holland 
to Germany has jumped from 82,000 
tons in 1914 to 362,000 tons in 1916.. 
Scandinavia has increased her imports 
in the following percentage: Oil, 104 
per cent.; nitrates, 111 per cent.; cocoa, 
205 per cent.; coffee, 312 per cent. Hol- 
land and Denmark alone exported 
116,000 tons of meat to Germany in 1916. 
As a German soldier's ration is 250 
‘grams, these countries have supplied 
400,000,000 rations! 

Official statistics show that. tor Den- 
mark alone the import of cocoa has 
been over 50,000 tons since the begin- 
ning of the war, while the yearly home 
consumption is only 1,600 tons. In ad- 
dition’ to being a valuable article of 
food, the German chemist can extract 
from cocoa about 50 per cent. of fat 
used in the making of explosives. This 
country alone sent to Denmark 10,- 
000,000 pounds of cocoa in 1916. The

A GERMAN INFLUENCE. 


The American Spirit Found Only in 
the Language of the Country. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article in THs Times entitled 
How Patrictic is the German-American 
Press?“ shows clearly to any thinking 
individual that the German- American 
press is unpatriotic and un-American, 
and one of those agents and dupes of 
the Imperial German Government” re- 
ferred to in tha President's Flag Day 
address. However, the thinking indi- 
vidual must long ago have arrived at 
‘this conclusion, basing his conviction on 
an ahundance of evidence, aside from 
the convincing ‘information presented 
in the above-mentioned article. _ 

Especially is this fact strikingly ob- 
vious to any one who has any conception 
of the potent psychological relation be- 
tween thought and language. Any ex- 
perienced linguist appreciates and urider- 
stands the strength of this relation, and 
realizes that it is absolutely impossible 
for a student to think in a language 
before he has absorbed intuitively some 
part of the spirit of that language and 
inhaled to some degree the. atmosphere 
syrrounding the nationality which speaks 
it. Also, it is an indisputable fact that 
the ideals and institutions of a people 
are best explained in the language of 
that people. at book on the present 
war written in France comes to us with- 
out some French expression in every 
chapter? The key to the character and 
thought of a people is the language of 
that people. If is no accident that the 
majority of persons who speak the 
polite French are gentle and courteous; 
nor that those speaking the elastic and 
adaptable English are progressive and 
businesslike. Every people is contin- 
uously inserting into its language 
words representing its own peculiar 
way of living and thinking, and such 
words are not usually translatable into 
other languages. Any foreigner has 
just about as much chance of absorbing 
and comprehending American thought 
and ideals by reading one of our foreign 
language papers as has a Spaniard from 
Madrid of understanding American rag- 
time music by reading a description of: 
it in Las Novedades and never hearing 
it. 

Bearing the above facts in mind, let us 
ask ourselves just what part the Ger- 
man language papers play in the game 
of building up a unified America on the 
principles laid down by Washington and 
Jefferson—principles that are breathed 
today by the really patriotic periodicals 
‘of our great Republic. How many 
newly made citizeris of the United States 
have been inspired by reading the col- 


ums of the German language papers to 


enlist in the American Army so as to. 
fight to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy”? How many Liberty bonds 
could be sold through the agency of a 
paper which insinuates that all Amer- 
icans are not as patriotic they seem, 
and states that not all of the people 
engaged in the campaign of placing the 
Liberty bonds gave their services, free?

How the South Goes to War. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: | 

I notice in your issue of July 6 a commu- 
nication replying to a criticism of the women 
of the South on their attitude toward the 
world war, which appeared in a previous 
issue of your paper. I did not see the criti- 
cism in question, tut I gather from this 
article that your correspondent, hailing from 
the South, charged: That he found the 
Southern women not only ignorant as to the 
causes of the war, but resentful of the fact 
that we are engaged in it at all.“ 

I have lived all my life in the South. Was 
old enough when the civil war broke out to 
remember the stirring events of those days. 
Our people entered that struggle Uke children 
going to a .May-day picnic. Those who 
were fortunate enough to return found ruin 
and poverty everywhere. There was hardly 
a home in which there was not one or more 
vacant seats. The South was crushed and 
kept down for many years. We are now 
just fully recovering from the results of 
that terrible conflict. I~ not complain- 
ing. These were the inevitable results of 
such a war. But with these things fresh in 
the memory of the people of the South is it 
strange that there is no fervid oratory, no 
brass band exhibitions of patriotism among 
our people? 

But is the indictment brought against our 
women well founded? It is hard to con- 
ceive of a more unjust and cruel criticism, 
in view of the facts in the case.-Our women, 
without @ murmur, are giving their ‘hus- 
bands and boys and time to the great cause 
of liberty as freely as they did to the war 
of the ’60s. They are fully posted on the 
causes of the war and understand that the 
liberty and peace of the world are at stake, 
and they, with those dearest to them, are 
ready to make the supreme ‘sacrifice. But 
they realize, as no other women in this 
country do, the magnitude of the sacrifice 
they are called upon to make, and hence the 
absence of that fervor, excitement, and out-
